“We are going to have the greatest era of 
prosperity and happiness we have ever known.” 
Perhaps you read that statement by Henry Ford 
in a news story the other day. And he added: “It 
will come through a back-to-the-land movement.” 
If America is going to stage a return to the 
soil as Ford believes, I’d like to suggest some re­ 
quired preparatory reading—the report which the 
department of agriculture issued a few days ago. 


In value of farm products sold 
in 
1937, states the bulletin, California farm­ 
ers led the nation. 
And Imperial valley 
contributed more than its share to the 
state’s total. 
In any 
back-to-the-land 
movement the nation might well learn 
the fundamentals of successful farming 
from California’s producers. 
Their ag­ 
gregate income last year reached 654 mil­ 
lion dollars, as against 605 million in 1936 
and 122 million in 1899. 
Variety and riches of their products 
were not alone responsible for putting 
them in top-ranking place among the na­ 
tion’s producers. 
For the last 30 years, 
and particularly during the last 10, im pe­ 
rial farmers together with those all over 
the state have been outstanding follow­ 
ers of the principle “Watch your products 
from the plow to the paper bag.” 


They have learned the farmer’s job isn’t done 
when the harvest is in. Today's producer has be­ 
come a market specialist in addition to being an 
agriculturist. 
He closely watches the price baro­ 
m eters as his goods move into eastern marts. He 
has become an advertiser and well knows 
the 
value of telling the world about his wares. 
He 
has become an expert in distribution and availed 
him self of every possible efficient outlet. 
But to get back to Henry Ford. We all hope 
his prediction comes true, and that his prophecy 
will begin to materialize in the very near future. 
Of one thing we may be certain— California will 
be one of the first states to hop on the crest of' 
the prosperity wave.
